RANGERS CROSSED IN 1874. 


Grant Objected, but His Attorney 
General Acquiesced. 


AUSTIN, Texas, March 8.—The. last 
time Texas Rangers crossed into Mexico 
in. a manner: to attract official cogniz- 
ance by the United States Government 
was in 1874. Describing this incident, 
Gov. Colquitt in his recent telegram to 
Secretary Bryan, asking whether he 
might send Rangers into Mexico, used 
the following words: 

‘At. periods in the past command- 
ers of Americah troo and of Texas 
Rangers have crossed the. border in 

ursuit of bandits and marauders and 
inflicted chastisement to them on Mexi- 
can soil. his was notably done by the 
Texas Rangers in pursuance of an order 
issued by Gov. Coke of Texas in 1874, 
and it is a coincidence that the Rangers 
in that case were stationed in ebb 
County, where the most recent outrage 
against American citizenship was com- 
mitted. With a full and feariess pres- 
entation of the. facts and the rights of 
the State of Texas by Gov. oke to 
President Grant’s ‘Attorney General the 
matter seems to have ended in acquies- 
ence, if not with approval, on the part 
of the Féderal Government in the coursé 
of the State of Texas.’’ : 

Gov. Colquitt did not quote any de- 
cision by the Washington authorities in 
the Coke case, but said Coke's order 
was for Texas Rangers, when in close 
pursuit of Indian.and Mexican ma- 
rauders, to cross the Rio Grande and 
take them. President Grant, the Gov- 
ernor said, objected to the, order of the 
Governor of Texas and referred it to 
he Attorney General of the United 

tates, with the inquiry as to how far 
the then Governor of Texas had become 
liable to prosecution for violating Sec- 
tion 6 of the act of Congress of April 
20, 1818 The Attorney General assured 
the Goyernor of Texas at that time that. 
tan nit RN he cared to°-make would bé 
td a idered--before~ he Aetermines 
wh.

MBXICO CITY, March 8—The rebel

Tendency Toward Indifference Must 
. Be Fought in College Life, Edu- 
cation Convention Is Told.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March’ 8,—Will- 
iam Howard Taft outlined his .concep- 
tion of ‘“‘ The New Social Order,” speak- 
ing at the Religious Education Conven- 
tion in Woolsey, Hall at Yale to-night. 
He attacked the Industrial Workers of 
the World as lawless and unjust, but 
declared that smug contentment and 
selfish lives furnish the argument for 
the Haywoods and Tannenbaums. He 
said: 

“The hysteria and misguided enthu- 
siasm aroused by rea) wrongs and @ 
lack of a sense of proportion in regard 
to their possible remedy manifest them- 


‘sinner and the lazy and the shiftleas, in 
the injustice of our social system... This 
results.in such informing and. signifi- 
cant. exhibitions as we have had from 
the Industrial Workers of the World, 
with their motte of ‘No God, no flag, 
no country,’ and their impudent, law- 
less, selfish, and unjust demands. thar 


are based on the proposal that society 
owes. them a living, whether they. make 
effort and labor or not. 

The ministers of religion do not help 
their auditors who fail to keep clearly 
in mind the necessity that all men have 
duties as well as hts, that all men 
must. exercise self-restraint and self- 
sacrifice, and industry,-and benevolence 
and generosity. And they make for 
neither social nor, religious progress 
whee they Tg doctrines that: arouse 
in those who have not merely the self- 
ish desire to take from those who have 
and-who encourage the resentment and 
harsh feeling of class against class, by 

failing to dwell on the whole picture 
of human society, rather than en a 
single part of it. 

“They in their attitude furnish i 
argument for the Haywoods and- 
Tannenbaums. Let us be glad that bets 
number is not increasing; let us be 
thankful that they are receiving no en- 
cotragement from the present religious 
aad educational influences of our col- 
eges. 

‘* The things we must fight hardest in 
college life and in the religion and edu- 
cation of students are indifference and 
cynicism,’’ said Mr. Taft, adding that it 
was because of the “‘ cynical satisfaction 
‘of those who don% care’ that argu- 
ments for the Haywoods and Tannen- 
baums were furnished. 

“Give me saladingoted fervor, wild 
theories” lacking in sanity, extreme 
error, if. only the sincere. spirit of 
religious and social service is ative and 
militant," he said, “because the hard 
experience of practical resulta will tem- 
per this into useful activity later -on. 
But nothing can overcome the smug 
contentment and cynical satisfaction 
of those who don't care and whose sel- 
Ptish lives dry up the springs of the spirit 
of human brotherhood and kill the 
gratitude for the blessings of God. 

“Now I would be very much disap- 
pointed if an ane I have said should 
be interpreted to mean that I am not

Eppes Makes Another Denial. 


George Eppes, the newsboy, who was 
one of the important witnesses for the 
State in the trial of Frank, made a 
statement at Milledgeville in which he 
repudiated the statement he recently 
made before Stiles Hopkins of Atlanta 
and Court Clerk J. C. Cooper of Mil- 
ledgeville, branding his trial testimony 
as false, and as being made under coer- 
cion by Detective John Black. 

His new statement, in which he re- 
asserts thé*truth of his trial. testimony 
was made before half a dozen leading 
citizens of. Milledgeville. Eppes ig in 
the State Reformatory. 

The affidavit now in possession. of 
Frank’s counsel. was written in Bir- 
mingham and ‘sworn to in Milledgeville 
before Stiles Hopkins and Clerk Cooper 
of the Superior Court. In his new state- 
ment the boy said he had been told that 
if he did not make an affidavit repu- 
diating his trial. testimony-‘he would’ be 
sent to Birmingham and placed in fail. 

Eppes‘alleges he was taken to Birt- 
mingham by a man _named Jim Terry. 
When they reached Birmingham, young 
Eppes said, he was arrested by_a de- 
tective, who said he was wanted on a 
charge of perjury and stealing $10. He 

s he was’ hurried to a hotel and 
locked in a room and another detective 
was summoned. Eppes says he_ was 
threatened and told that if he didnt 
make an affidavit repudiating his trial 
testimony he would bé placed in jail. 
The boy says he made the statement as 
Terry directed, and that it was taken 
down by a stenographer. 


FRANK’S DETAILED ANSWERS. 


Prisoner Clears Up Some Vital 
Points in His Case.

ATLANTA, Ga., March 8.—Probably 
the most interesting statement yet is- 
sued by Leo M. Frank in connection 
with the murder for which he has been 
sentenced to hang was,one that he gave 
to The Constitution in the form of a 
seriés of answers to questions which 
were propounded to him. 

These questions were prepared by a 
representative of the press who vis ted 
Frank recently. me 

“Ask me any questions you wish, 
said Frank. Accordingly a list of ques- 
tions was written comprising the most 
sailent points the prosecution had 
brought out against him, and to each 
of these Frank wrote an answer. 

The at and answers follow: 





Questi 1—Why did you let Newt 
Lee off that.afternoon, the first time 
he was ever off, as Lee testified? 

Answer—Lee had been employed at 
the factory for’ but two weeks. Al- 
most any experience, therefore, he 
would ve had at the factory would 
be for the “first time.”’ -I. had on 
Friday, April 25, réceived and accepted 
an invitation from my brother-in-law, 
Mr. Ursenbach, to go to the ball game 
on Saturday aftérnoon. Accordingly, 
on Friday night I had directed Lee 
to report early on Saturday, because 
I thought I would be absent from the 
factory Saturday afternoon at the ball 
game.

It was I who, 
as soon as_I heard ;that Conley was 
denying that he could write, gave the 
information where they could find a 
contract signed by him’ for the pur- 
chase of a swatch on the installment 
plan. “ The. detectives! followed this 
clue, secured the contract, and forced 
Conley to admit that.he could write. 


Answers Helen Ferguson. 


Question 4. Evidence was offered to 
show that’on previous occasions you~ 
had ‘given Mary Phagan’s pay to 
Helen Ferguson when ‘the latter called 
for it. Is it true that you told Helen 
Ferguson on the day preceding the 
tragedy that Mary Phagan would 
come for her pay. the following day? 
Answer-—I told Helen Ferguson no 
such thing. She did not testify that I 
so told her. Even the State has never 
contended that she so testified. | There 
is no basis for such an idea. elen 
Ferguson never got even her own pay,, 
much less that of another, from: me. I 
was not the paymaster.. No evidence 
was presented at the trial to show 
that I was. Infact, Helen Ferguson 
herself testified that previous to Fri- 
day, April 25; she never asked for or 
received an envelope from me. She 
said April 25 was the first time, and. 
she is mistaken about this. Please 
note that the two» girls who worked 
in her department with her testified 
at the trial that they were with Miss 
Ferguson when she drew her money 
frem Mr. Schiff, and that in. their 
company she left the factory imme- 
diately and started for home. There 
was no mertion.of asking Schiff, who 
was paying off or .who was. at the 
cashier’s: widow, for another person’s 
envelope. The two giris who so testi- 
fied were Miss Hicks. and Miss: Ken- 
nedy. Schiff, who actually paid. off 
Helen Ferguson, .swore to this fact at 
the trial.

Question 5—You said you did not 
know Mary Phagan. Gantt says you 
had talked to him about her. How do 
you explain that? Answer—What Gantt 
said was an unqualified «falsehood. I

Question 6—You said you examined 
the alleged blood spots on the second 
floor on Monday’ following the murder, 
Evidence. was offe to show. that 
the blood spots had chipped’ up 
before. you could have come to the 
factory. How.-do you explain this? 
Was any one with you when you ex- 
amined these alleged. blood ‘spots? 
Answer—Messrs. Schiff, Stelker, Zi- 
gancke, Quinn, Darley, C and 
Halloway were with me when I ex- 
amined the alleged “‘blood spots.” The 
police had taken up only’ a few chips 
from the spot, and left the remainder 
of the spot, which: I examined. They

‘Question 7—Wouldn’t it have . been 
the natural thing to telephone Montag

THE STREET EXPLOSION. 

The effect of the explosion of the 
gas mains on West Twenty-third 
Street yesterday might have been ap- 
palling; but no lives were lost, al- 
though the best part of a block in 
the heart of Manhattan was torn up, 
street traffic was impeded and dam- 
age, which will not be repaired with- 
out many days of labor and a large 
expenditure of money, caused to the 
thoroughfare and. the buildings on it. 
The ignition of gas from a broken 
main by an electric spark from a trol- 
ley wire is not an unheard-of accident. 
The same thing happened in Boston 
some years ago, but it is not the kind 
of a mishap that could easily be 
guarded against under existing condi- 
tions. Water pipes sprung in the re- 
cent cold spell caused the damage to 
the gas pipes which. resulted in the 
explosion. Presumably, nobody has 
been smelling escaping gas in “West 
Twenty-third Street lately. 

Happily, incidents of this kind are 
rare, and the emotion this morning’s 
news must chiefly excite is that of 
gratitude because’*many lives were not 
sacrificed. Such an explosion might 
kill hundreds. Doubtless the time will 
come when the piping under the 
streets of great cities will. not be placed 
‘| so. that leaking water can reach gas 
pipes and electric sparks ignite the 
escaping gas. Perhaps this accident, 
which will greatly incommode so many 
persons, may hasten that time.

TRE MAYOR'S EXCISE PLAN. 

“The modification in the excise reg- 
“ulations: proposed by Mr, ARTHUR 
"Woops, the Mayor's secretary, and 
submitted by Mr. Mironen.to a com- 
mittee of seven representative citi- 
zens; who will consider the matter 
from™ every point, of view and hold 
public hearings before reporting to 
the Mayor, seems to deserve the ap- 
proval of all persons who are not 
either fanatically. opposed to the sale 
of liquor under any circumstances. or 
in favor of the removal of all restric- 
tions on its sale: There are very few 
of the latter Glass left in the respect- 
able portion of the community. The 
liberality of the proposed changes 
‘will undoubtedly tend:to an effective 
enforcement of the law hereafter. A 
few all-night licenses are to be issued 
to restaurants in which liquor is sold 
which supply the needs of night 
workers for refreshment. Many dwell- 
ers in this big city work all night. 
Licenses will be given to places 
which serve them with the under- 
standing that disorderly conduct shall 
never be tolerated, and these licenses 
will be revocable on the order of the 
Mayor. 

It is a good idea to extend until 2 
o’clock the legal time of closing the 
many cabarets and dancing places 
now frequented after the theatre. If 
such places are disreputable they will 
not. be licensed at all. One o'clock is 
a rather_early hour to force the 
reputable ones to close their doors, 
but the managers of all of them will 
be glad to put the lights out at 2. 
Restaurants of the ordinary kind 
and the cafés of the hotels will con- 
tinue to close at 1 o'clock. An ex- 
tension of the time is not desired by 
the hotel men and restaurant keepers. 
The plan, therefore, provides for the 
settlement of a vexed question to the 
satisfaction of both the public and the 
publicans. So far as we have observed, 
the best sentiment of this community 
favors the application of common 
sense to excise regulation. There 
would be no approval of the abolition 
of the liquor laws or neglect to en- 
force them. The Mayor’s’ plan was 
obviously .made. with a view to rigid 
enforcement, and such concessions as 
are now proposed were dictated by 
the public demand rather than the 
interests of the holders of. licenses. 








MAKING ELECTION FRAUDS EASY. 
In the act of last December amend- 
fing the election laws there was in- 
serted at the last moment, in some 
manner-not explained, without the 
knowledge of those responsible for 
the introduction of the bill; and with- 
ig@ut.itxbeing: called)to-'the attention of 
the Governor, a clause which in ef- 
fect, if it be found constitutional, 
would go far toward legalizing re- 
peating and. the colonization of 
“floaters.” It reads as follows:* 

The term “ resident’? means a. per- 
son who has a domicile, dwelling, 
home or abode, or any place of stay 
from which he intends to vote, but 
this provision shall not be taken -to 
mean that a person may register for 
or vote at a given election | more than 
once. 

It is pointed out by the counsel of 
the Voters’ League, Mr. LimsBura, 
that this provision does away with 
the previous requirement of actual 
residence for a stated time in the 
State, in the county, and in the elec- 
tion district, and limits the require- 
ment to “either a domicile, or a 
“ dwelling, or home,.or abode, or any 
“place of stay,” from which a person 
“intends to vote.” Mr. Limsurc 
says: 

Under this statute 100,000 residents 
of Buffalo could’ state that they in- 
tend to vote from a ‘' place of stay” 
4n the City of New York and could 
legally do so. If they’ each made an 
arrangement by which & room in some 
flat were rented to them for ten cents 
@ year, they could claim to have an 

“abode ’* or “ place of stay” within 
New York City. , 

To the probable claim that this is 
a fanciful interpretation of the law, 
Mr. Limpure cites a case now pend- 
ing in the courts in which a man is 
charged with residing in one place 
and voting from another, to which 
ehiarge the clause of the law referred 
to would be a complete defense. Ob- 
viously the provision should be re- 
pealed, The strictest enforcement of 
the former provisions as to actual 
residence is needed to prevent fraud- 
ulent voting and to give full-and fair 

‘effect to the votes.of honest men.

the sense of responsibility on the part 
of each Government would undoubt- 
edly be deepened. To inquire and to 
fight at the same“time would involve 
@ patent absurdjty which would give 
pause to rational statesmen. Natural- 
ly, the process of cutting down his 
original plan by Mr. Bryan is* criti- 
cised by the older school: of diploma- 
tists and students of international af- 
fairs as unflattering to our State De- 
partment. But Mr. Bryan is not sen- 
sitive to criticism from this source. 
In reality the process may be regard-

Some of these writers have gone 80 far 
as. to say that death is always painless, 
but this cannot literally be true, except, 
perhaps, as to the very last moménhts of 
existence, for there are cases in which 
pain ceases only with unconsciousness. 
These, however, according to all authori- 
ties, are extremely rare, and most of the 
apparent exceptions are not such in 
reality. 

And. much as we all hate pain ‘and 
hard as we try to avoid it, there has 
been wide recognition of its beneficence 
as a. warning and as an aid in diagnosis,

However reluctant the Indian may be 
to depart from his tribal relations and 
customs, the irresistible fact remains 
that tribal relations must’ be abandoned |, 
and. the . responsibilities of American 
citizenship must be assumed before, the 
Indian can become a self-supporting and 
contributing factor to this nation.” By- 
efy inducement to break away’ from 
tribal, clannish relations, to learn the 
English language, to depend.upon in- 
dividual’ effort for maintenance—in 
short, to live as and like the white peo- 
ple themselves propose to live—should 
be offered, and all laws, rules, and reg- 
ulations should make it possible for the 
Indian to be localized individually, to 
have possession of himself; with. the 
fewest possible restrictions on his in- 
itiative; ingenuity, and. disposition to 
accommodate himself to the white man’s 
ways. 

The fundamental fault lies in the con- 
struction of the Indian’s ownership of 
land as being only the “right of 
occupancy.” Give the Indian a real title 
to some land, with real privileges and 
responsibilities of his own. Give him 
what he has heen led to believe he will 
receive in lands and moneys, with re- 
strictions only on those who are deter- 
mined by personal investigation to be 
incompetent,. those restrictions to be 
the fewest possible. There is probably 
no surer or quicker way to develop self- 
reliance and individial effort than by 
making a man earn his own support, 
‘and there is probably no surer or 


‘quicker way to extinguish these essen- |. 


tial qualities than by giving him, some- 
thing for nothing.

Should Learn ‘the. Art of Folding 
Newspapers Lengthwise.

Referring to the letter signed ‘*S. 8.’’ and 
headed ‘‘Inconsiderate Subway  Readers,”’ 
the complaint he makes is quite true. Great 
inconvenience is caused by the men stand- 
ing up, especially when making frantic ef- 
forts in a crowded car to turn the pages of 
@ newspaper which they are reading. In 
their ‘endéavor to fold or turn the paper over 
they often shove a corner of the paper into 
the face of the perron sitting in front, which 
particularly to ladies is annoying. 

May I guggest a very simple expedient to 
prevent and forestall these unnecessary wor- 
ries and troubles. I always tut the paper 
open where it Is folded, I then fold the paper 
down the middle of-the page where the rule 
divides it in two even sections, four columns 
on each side, The leaves can now be turned 
over easily along the centre fold and it be- 
comes. quite a comfort to read the paper in 
this manner. It takes up little room and 
pa leaves can be turned even in a crowded 
eaf quite readily within a narrow compass 
and without causing inconvenience to self or 
others.

Incident—Capt. Nelson’s Denial, 


Capt. H.C, 
Members of the crew of the steamship 
Charlemagne Tower, Jr, which sank off 
Barnegat Beath Friday, arrived here 
yesterday. afterrioon from Norfélk™ on 
the. Old -Dominion steamer Jefferson. 
The men, ‘who were picked up by the 
steamer Bayport cad taken to Norfolk, 
looked none the worse for their hours 
of @xposure in an open boat. They went 
to the office of the Southern Steamsh.p 
Company, 49 Exchange Place, where 
they: were paid off and sent to their 
homes. 

Capt. Simmons: declined to add any- 
thing to the statement he made in Nor- 
— in regard to. the alleged failure of 

the Captain. of the Old Dominion iiner 
‘Hamilton to aid him and his crew in 

their distress. 


Bpecial to The New New York Times, 
NORFOLK, Va.,:: March 8.—“ It is not 
true that I failed to-answer distress 
_. from the Charlemagne Tower, 
Jr.,” said Gapt. Nelson of the Hamilton 
this afternoon. .‘“I am confident that 
Capt. Simmons spoke hastily. Certain- 


ly he failed to await any. explanation 
from me. When I sighted. the Tower 
and interpreted her al, ‘I. immedi- 
ately went SEE ing as near as 
pane ire a SS thought: I was near 
enough t the Tower was al- 
most. ready. Sto e her last plu 
We swept the decks of the steamer 
our glasses, and failed to find a single 
sign of life aboard. ‘It was _e t tha 
she had been abandoned. Sweeping the 
near-by beach with:our glasses. we saw 
the crowd on.theé ‘shore, and: lifeboats 
in the surf. Feeling that ‘the steamer 
would sink within an hour, that she had 
beén abandoned, and:that rescuers were 
aiding the survivors, whom we could 
see making forthe beach, .T had . the 
Hamilton proceed on her voyage.”’ 
“How about the boatload of men with 
distress signals displayed? ”’ Capt. Nel- 
son was asked. 

“TI did not see the boat. There was 
no boat near the Tower. Had I seen it, 
I would have lowered “boats and sent 
them to the rescue. Either Capt. Sim- 
mons is. mistaken, or elSe the boat was 
on the fnshore side of the Tower and 
invisible to‘us. I immédiately ordered 
our wireless operator to communicate 
with the shore and ve notice of the 
ane ship. I .did is with the idea 
that wreckage tugs or a revenue cutter 
m’ght -possibly save.the vessel and 
eargo. Infact, shortly after leaving 
the scene of the “wreck, I.met a,seagoing 
tug and sigraled. her, and she immedi- 
ately turned and went in that direction. 
I .am. satisfied that any.master would 
have reached the same conclusion I did. 
I failed, to see where I could be of any 
service,’ 

Capt. Simmons had declared .emphat- 
leally that his small boat, loaded to the 
danger point, was near the Tower and 
in full view of the Hamilton, with a 
distress signal—a coat swinging from an 
upraised oar—repeatedly wig-wagged to 
attract attention.
